P ortland, September 19.—Particu­ 
lars have been received here of a fatal 
hunting accident which occurred in 
the Cascade mountains near Leba­ 
non, Oregon. Several parties were 
out hunting in the heavy timber when 
one of the men. an old gentleman 
named Frank Shaffer, while walking 
through the brush was mistaken for a 
bear and shot dead. Isaac Needham 
was the name of the man who fired 
the fatal shot.

NEW 
MEXICO’S 
PROOltESS. 


Assemblage of Anarchists at New 
York—Herr Most Makes a 
Fiery Speech. 


Associated Press Dispatches to the Herald.. 
W o r c e st e r, Mass., September 19.— 
A large crowd of delegates is hero to 
attend the Democratic State Conven­ 
tion. The report of the committee on 
the politics of office-holders in M assa­ 
chusetts, occasioned a very sharp de­ 
bate, but was accepted with some 
modifications. 
THE COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 
At a meeting of the Democratic 
Special State Committee this evening 
a committee previously appointed for 
the purpose, made a report that the 
whole number of employes in the 
government’s service in Massachu­ 
setts, including Massachusetts jieople 
in tiie government departments at 
Washington is 4014, of which 83 per 
cent 
are Republicans, drawing 
$5,000,000 per year in salaries. 
MANY grievances. 
The committee found that while 
during the latter part of the Repub­ 
lican administration there was great 
talk of civil service reform and com­ 
petitive examinations, there was ab­ 
solutely no effort made to put either 
in practice, and the committee com­ 
plains vigorously of the state of affairs. 
They recommend that the whole sub­ 
ject be presented in suitable form to 
the convention and through the con­ 
vention to the President, so that the 
remedy, if applied, may be authori­ 
tative.’ 
______________ 
NEW MEXICO. 
Governor Ilona' Annual R ep ort- 
Steady Frogre**. 
W ashington, September 19.—Gov­ 
ernor Ross, of New Mexico, in his an­ 
nual report to the Secretary of the 
Interior, says that there lias Iveen a 
marked increase in the population of 
the territory during the last year. 
The rate of taxation for all purposes is 
less than before. The report states 
that the methods of the assessment of 
the tax and its collection are very im­ 
perfect and this accounts for the in­ 
creasing expenditure. 
INCREASED AGRICULTURE. 
The report states that owing to the 
occupation of land for agricultural 
purposes the great cattle ranches are 
being gradually but surely circum­ 
scribed and diminished and the Gov- 
rnor thinks that it is only a question 
of time when cattle ranches will be a 
thing of the past. He is therefore op­ 
posed to any change in the land laws. 
REFORMS SUGGESTED. 
He recommends a repeal of the law 
that now exists, in the shape of time- 
culture, desert land acts, script en­ 
tries, and all other measures whereby 
lands may be secured without actual 
residence and bona fide values or im­ 
provement. 
GENERAL NOTES. 
The mining industry of the Terri­ 
tory has been very much improved in 
condition during the last year. 
The effect of the compulsory school 
laws passed by the last legislature is 
good, and has resulted in an increase 
of the public schools. 
’ 
THE COAL OUTPUT 
For the year is estimated to have been 
about 1,380,000 tons. 
The Governor advocates the estab­ 
lishment of a system of storage along 
the upj*er Rio Grande for irrigation 
purposes. He says that three or four 
milljon acres of now useless land may 
thus be redeemed. 
A MHIALIST SPEECH. 
Herr Most W ant* a Social Revo­ 
lution.- 
N ew Y o rk, September 19.—The 
Cooper Union was packed to-night 
with Anarchists and Socialists. The 
audience numbered fully 35,000, and 
assembled to protest against the hang­ 
ing of the condemned Chicago Anar­ 
chists. Each person who entered the 
hall, among them many women, was 
presented with a copy of the publica­ 
tion declaring that the condemned 
Anarchists should never be executed. 
Red and black colors predominated. 
There were fifty police scattered about 
the hall. 
LEADERS OK THE AFFAIR. 
On the plattorm wore Herr Most, 
Walter Vrooman, Col. Ilinton and 
about 200 others. 
Vrooman was 
made chairman, and after a short 
speech presented a series of resolu­ 
tions charging that the freedom of 
speech and the actions of workingmen 
were being destroyed. 
A subscrip­ 
tion of $200 was then collected for the 
cause. 
MOST’» ADDRESS. 
The hero of the night was Hen- 
Most. 
“ Friends and Anarchists,” 
said he, “you cannot allow that hang* 
ing to take place. Arm yourselves 
and for every drop of blood that is 
spilled from our friends, let it cost a 
human life. 
I am not alone an 
anarchist, but also a revolutionist. 
THREATENING ANNOUNCEMENTS. 
The capitalist shall be the first to 
suffer, and no one shall escape his 
just doom. The twelve jurors,judges, 
detectives and spies sleep sound at 
present, but let them beware. [Wild 
veils and cheers from the crowd.] 
The time is approaching when we will 
be forced to use fireanns. It must 
come so bp prepared—(Bedlam of 
cheers.) I warn them not to take the 
lives of our martyrs in Chieugo. I 
demand that they lie set free. Let 
there lieu social revolution.” 
Editor Shevitch and others made 
speeches of a similar character.

■low th e W heat Deal w a s M anip­ 
ulated* 
The gigantic proportion» of the San 
Fran cinco wheat deal, the boldness of 
the enterprise and the large number 
of people involved one way or another, 
«11 lend to the affair more than a pass­ 
ing interest. The press of the city 
which was the scene oí this exploit 
naturally tries to give its readers as 
far as possible the inside history of the 
deal. 
But there are the best of rea­ 
sons why the public should not get at 
this inside truth. 
Hcncc those who 
were concerned in the manipulation of 
the scheme are unusually reticent j»s 
to the tiottoni facts. That the metro­ 
politan press is guessing wildly at the 
truth is evidenced by some statements 
put forth. Charlie Reed, the big Yolo 
granger, is reported as having guaran­ 
teed the credit of Dresbacli and Rosen- 
feld at the Nevada Bank to the modest 
tune of 16,000,000. 
No one who 
knows anything about the finan­ 
cial ability 
of the gentlemen 
in 
question will believe that any institu­ 
tion would accept his paper for even 
the tenth part of such sum . 
A state­ 
ment from one of the Bank Commis­ 
sioners which appeared in our col­ 
umns yesterday morning proves that 
Mr. Reed had|backed the dealers in 
the corner to the amount of only 
160, 000. 
The bank had loaned Dres- 
bach and Rosenfeld only some two 
millions of dollars, and for this it 
held collaterals fully equivalent for 
all excepting about one and one quar­ 
ter millions of dollars. 
That the 
Bank Commissioners were conserva­ 
tive in their estimates seems amply 
established by what they allowed upon 
the wheat held by the bunk as part of 
the security. 
The am ount was $20 
per ton, or $1 per cental. 
W heat is

commodity has ever sold in that mar­ 
ket. 
The real property, ships and 
coal held as collateral! were probably 
estim ated on the same conservative 
basis of values. 
Now, inasmuch as [the sums loaned 
hy the bank, and other parties as set 
forth in Dresbacli’s Statement—and 
that statem ent is probably correct; 
for Dresbacli is too shrewd to attempt

H 
promises to pay—strange as it may 
seem—were accepted as sterling, and 
that by men who knew him well be­ 
fore. 
He gained time by those pled­ 
ges, and when the day came he coolly 
announced that he could not meet his 
second promises any better than he 
had met the first.

It is safe to say that had a settlement 
been forced when the crash first came 
it would have been a good deal easier 
to find out who were backing Mr. 
Dresbach. 
But now? Ah, well smart 
men cover up a heap of tracks in two 
or three months. It really looks as if 
the farmers and brokers would have 
to lose the $32 per ton represented by 
the paper of the bull clique. One 
thing is pretty certain, and that is the 
losses will fall mostly on the farmers 
and the small brokers.

CLEARING HOUSE BUSINESS. 


H o w L o n Angele» Stand» in R e­ 
la tio n to O ther t itle*. 
The first week’s business at the 
Clearing House in Ix>s .Angeles was 
hardly a fair test for the comparison 
w ith other cities, and yet it shows I hat 
there are but twenty-four cities in all 
the U nited States which lead it.

A street-car line will be laid from the 
depot to the new hotel and the Mis­ 
sion. The brick hotel is delayed on 
account of lack of workmen. 
A year 
ago this edifice could have been erected 
twenty per cent cheaper than now. 
Delays are sometimes dangerous as 
well as expensive. 
A beautiful site 
has been selected on the Maclay side 
of the town for a large library and the 
gathering of books curios and works 
of art and science has been begun. 
In a few years there will be a large 
city at San Fernando station extend­ 
ing from the mountain down to the 
Mission.

C A T A R R H .

HE TERM CATARRH IS APPLIED TO A 
peculiar disorder of the nostrils nud ad­ 
jacent part*, which prevails to au alarm ing 
extent', aim is productive of very serious 
eon sequence s. 
The most prom inent and characteristic 
feature is a morbid discharge from the head, 
varying in its nature at different times. 
In some there is a n alm ost constant flow 
of clear, acrid fluid, b u t ofteneran offensive, 
purulent or m uco-purulcnt, greenish-yellow 
m utter I n secreted, w hich accum ulates in 
the nostrils or drop:, into the thront, neces­ 
sitating its frequent reinovul by blowing the 
nose or expectoration, and «siten by both 
proeessc-s. 
Sometim es 
patients 
feel 
as 
though their head w as in a state of ro tten ­ 
ness, so great is th e am ount of m atter dis- 
chargcd and so fetid is its odor. The pa­ 
tien t is greatly annoyed by th e constant 
dropping into the th ro at of the m orbid 
m atter from the head, uud as n recum bent 
position naturally favors the flow downward 
his rest is frequently disturbed from this 
cause. M any sufferers are obliged to lie M th 
the head very m uch elevated iu order to 
sleep with some degree ot comfort. 
In others n tough, viscid and offensive 
phlegm collects behind Hnd above the soft 
j'ulute, in the passage between the throat him! 
bool, adhering to th e parts with gluish ten ac­ 
ity. 
Its lotlgment em barrasses respiration 
and creates a sensation of irritation and u n ­ 
easiness in th e affected locality, which gives 
rise to a constant an d almost irresistible de­ 
sire to relieve th at discom fort by draw ing 
the m ucus iuto the tlm m t bo as to elect it by 
the m outh. This practice, popularly known 
us “haw king," is characteristic of catarrh, 
am i proves as em barrassing to the one af­ 
fected as It is disagreeable to those arouud 
him . 
Again, the offensive m atter hnrdens and 
deposits itself on th e m em brane in the shape 
of dry, hard concretions, which are dis­ 
charged bv way of th e nostrils or throat lu 
lum ps or fragm ents of a deep green tint. In 
some cuses these incrustations accum ulate 
to such an extent as to form a regular ping 
in the nose, which obstructs breathing and 
produce serious discom fort.

and there arc other* in which all the secre­ 
tions of tue m em brane are suspended, caus­ 
ing an unpleasant feeling of dryness, heat 
au d feverish ness in the head anil nose—a 
condition 
popularly 
know n 
as 
"Drv 
C atarrh.” 
The disease speedily extends to tho air 
cavities of the bones of the forehead aud 
fm c, giving rise to a distressing sensation of 
heavy weight or com pression over the fore­ 
head. especially in th e region above and be­ 
tween the eyes, an d to n feelingol fulness, 
h eat, irritation, soreness or psi iu the nos­ 
trils neur tho root o f the nose, as well as in 
th e upper part of th e throat, above and be­ 
hind th e soft palate. Sometimes th ere is 
pain obstinately fixed in some particular 
part, h s iu the tem ple, on the top of the 
head, at the buck o f the neck, or behind the 
orbits, and. occasionally, pain m anifests 
itself In the face o f so severe a character 
that it is frequently mistaken for neuralgia. 
The breath is always tainted, nud at tim es 
assum es an exceeding fetid aud sickening 
odor. In some cases it becomes so revolt­ 
ingly offensive us to render the sufferer au 
object of disgust to him self as well as to 
others. 
The nasal m em brane is thickened and 
conjested, causing th e nose to be stopped up, 
som etimes on ouc side, sometimes on the 
other, and often o n both, giving rise to a 
disagreeable, stuffy sensation in the head, 
and 
occasioning violent aud 
prolonged 
paroxysms of sneezing. 
The voice íb weak, indistinct and husky, 
or of a nasal character, displaying a sort of 
sniffing quality. O ftentim es there is a con­ 
tinuous hoarseness and discordance. There 
is 
also n sense o f irritation iu the part, 
and frequent attem pts Unclear the throat of 
phlegm , producing the sound "hem ,” m ore 
or less forcibly. 
Iu some cases patients 
com plain of uu uncom fortable feeling of 
fullness, or a choky seusatlou in the throat, 
am i lu others of a distressing and alm ost 
constant dryness, for the tem porary relief of 
w hich they have to swallow frequently.
